PLUMS 


Plum trees bear early. The fruit is delicious eaten out of hand or made into preserves 

and jams. We believe every home owner will feel he has made a wise investment in 

two or more trees. We say two or more because plums are self sterile and must be 

planted in pairs. We have designated Japanese varieties with “’J’” and European 

varieties with “E’”. A pair of Japanese or a pair of European must be planted together.
